Wasninoton, April 18.—To Sanford,—Uncle is much 
better; he satjup for quarter of an hour this morning, 
and was bright and cheerful to-day. There is a mark- 
ed improvemeut upon yesterday. Frederick Seward is 
but slowly reghining consciousness—has spoken twice 
this forenoon, He sleeps much of the time, and breathes 
regularly. ‘His pulse and appetite are good. \- Everyone 
feels encouraged in regard to both, ‘Lhe messenger and 
nurse xre both doing well. C. A. Sewarp. 

Bautimone} April 18.—A gentleman who was at 
Point Lookout, Maryland, yesterday morning, was in- 
formed by the officers of « gunboat that Booth and oth- 
er conspiritors, about 30 in niamber, were in St. Mary's 
County heavily armed, endeavoring to make their way 
acrosg, the Potomac River, which was strongly picket- 
ed, uo one being allowed to pass. He also stated that 
on Sunday evening « small squad of our cavalry had a 
collision with them, and were repulsed, but succeeded 
in captering ome of them. Ourcavalry were reinforced 
yesterday, and were understood to have -them com- 
pletely surrounded so that escape was impossible. 

A highly important arrest was made here to-day. 
The name of the party is for the present withheld. He 
has made ‘a full confession of being one of the conspi- 
titors against the life of the President,.and acknow- 
ledges himself to be the author of the letter found in 
Bovth’s trunk. 

Wasniscros, April 18th.—Late last night a man dis- 
guised as a laborer, carrying a pick on his shoulder, 
approached w bouse occupied by a family of the name 
of Sarrhll; in this city, and was about to enter whenhe 
wns arrested.) Upon washing the dirt from his face he 
proved to be quite a different looking person from what 
his appearance at first indicated. He called himself 
Payne and exhibited not a little embarragsment, and 
managed to ask in an agitated manner why he was ar- 
rested. The colored servant of Secretary Seward was 
sent ror, when he immediately exclaimed, ‘' That’s the 
nian. I know him by general appearance and by his 
mouth Tlie servant said there could be no mistake. 
Others in Seward's house at the time will probably have 
recollection of Surrall’sappearance, and will be afford- 
ed an »pportunity of recognising him. The man js be- 
lieved to be Surrall who perpetrated) the dreadful, acts 
at Secretary Beward’s honse. 

BaLTimonpy April 18.—It is understood that the par- 
ty alluded-toins under arrest here states that the origi- 
nal design ofthe conspirators was mei¢ly to capture 
President Lincoln some time back, making him prisoner, 
and in this way compel a general release of all rebel 
prisoners held by the United States. When the gener- 
al exchange df prisoners commenced, however, this pro- 
ject was abandoned by him and others as no longer ne- 
cessary, | He says he refused to have anything. further 
to do with it,)and endeavored to induce the others to 
give up their design upon the life of President Lincoln. 
This is substantially a correct statement of what he has 
so far divulged. His well known residence is in Bal- 
timore. 

New Youx, April 18.—Last special dispatch says 
President Johnson yesterday said to a clergyman, who 
begged bim to be merciful to rebels, that mercy to in- 
dividuals wag not always mercy to States. He also de- 
clared to promivent members of Congress that he was 
willing to act with the utmost leniency towards. the 
common people of the rebel~States, but unrepentant 
leaders must be punished. 

Heapgtartrrs in THE Fietp, April 9.—To Halleck. 
—Spanish Fort and its dependencies captured last 
night, with 25 officers and 538 prisoners, 5 mortars and 
25 guns.

New Yors; April 7.—The China trom Liverpool the 
25th and Queenstown the 26th has arrived. 

In the House of Lords, Russel) laid on the table a no- 
tification from Minister Adams of the intention of ghe 
American Government to terminate the reciprocity 
treaty and the convention relating to armed force on 
the lakes. He admitted that the acts committed on the 
lakes wholly justified the American Government in the 
steps taken.| The reciprocity treaty he trusted might 
be renewed withicertain modifications. He also hoped 
that arrangements might be made for a limited arma- 
ment for police service on the lakes. He trusted the 
present picific relations between the two gosernments 
might continue, and hoped nothing would be done in 
England)to ihterrupt them, He regretted that speeches 
had been maile in the House of Commons calculated to 
excite unfaydrable feeling in America, and concluded 
by declaring/England had not acted wrongfully in any 
way towards America. After reiterating his hopes for 
continued peace be said : Sir Frederick Bruce, the new 
Minister, would sail on Saturday, and he believed the 
dignity and honor of the country would be safe in bis 
hands, 

In the Howse of Commons, the Marquis of Harding- 
‘ton moved that the vote for fortifications include £5,000 
as part of ube £20,000 required for Quebec. A long 
| debate ensued. Hardington explained that the total 
estimate for the Quebec fortifications was £20,000. It 
was necessary now that the United States had become 
a great military power, to place Canada in a state of 
defence, although the Government bad not the slightest 
expectation that the United States contemplated an at- 
tack. Bentinck objected to the motion, and moved the 
omission of the item for Quebec from the estimates.— 
The merits df, che question were debated by Peel, Ad- 
derly, Disraeli, Lord Bury and others who supported 
the Governnient. Bright and Lowe were the principal 
speakers against. Palmerbton did not think that there 
was any dapger of war /with America. They were 
friendly, and the Government only proceeded a¢cord- 
ing to the pfactice of all countries. The amendment 
was rejected) by 235 majority.
